diſcoucred and auoyded : You in your wile. 
domeCiſcerning this holy Sacrament to be, as 
it were, #28: probationss, which would both con- 

-grecare homagenes, and ſegregare heter ogenea, (as 
in Philoſophie we vſc to ſpeake) both conioyne 
thoſe charbe of the fame , and diſ-ioyne fuch as 
be of a differing kinde and diſpoſition. And to 
this purpoſe haue I made choyce of this preſent 
Text: whereinthe Apoſtle maketh our partaking 
of the Lords\Table ro be a teſtimony, not onely 
of the vnion and communion which wee haue 
berwixt our ſclues, and with our Head, ( which 
he doth in the expreſſe words, which I haue 
read ) but alſo of our dif-vnion and ſeparation 
trom all idolatrous worſhip : as appeareth by the 
application hereof vnto his maine drifr and in- 
tendment, laid downe in the 14. and 21. verſes. 

The effec therefore of that which Saint Pas/ 
inexpreſſe rermes heere deliuereth , is the Comm 
wunion of Saims : which conliſterh of two parts, 
the fellowſhip which they haue with the Body, 
laid downe in the beginning ; and the fellow- 
ſhip which they baue with the Head , laid downe 
inthe end of the verſe: both which are thus ex- 
plained by Saint Joby, That which wee have ſcene 
and heard, declare wee nio you , that yee alſo may 
hane fellowſhip with vs , and truly our fellowſhip is 


with 
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with the Father , and with his Sonne leſs Chrift, 
1 Joh. 1. 3. Let them therefore that walke in 
darkenefſe, brag as much as they liſt of their 
good-fellowſhip : this bleſſed Apoſtle aſſurerh 
vs, that ſuch onely as doe walkein the light, have , 1.4.1.6, 
fellowſhip one with another , pany fel- 
lowſhip with God ; and Ieſus Chriſt his Sonne, 
whoſe blood ſhall cleanſe them from all finne.

Hoc Ithacus velit, fy magno mercentar Atride, 
They know full well, that every Kingdome diuided

The more neede haue wee to looke hercin vnto 
our ſelues ; who cannot be ignorant how dolo- 
rous Selutro continues , and how dangerous Aap- 
tures prooue to be ynto our bodies, If therefore 
there be any comfort of loue, if any fellowſhip

He 
that hath in his chiber the piRure of the French 
King, hath but a bare ſigne , which poſſibly may 
make him thinke of that King when hee lookerh 
on it, but ſheweth nor that hee hath any manner 
of intereſt in him. Ir is otherwiſe with him 
that hath che Kings great Seale for the confir- 
mation of the tide thee hee hath vnto all the 
C 2 lands 
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lands and liuclihood which he doth inioy, And 
25 hocxre, thewaxe thar's afbxed ro thoſe letters 
Patents, how(oeuer for ſubſtance it beethe very 
ſame with that which isto be found cuery where, 
yer being applyed to this vie, is of more worth 
tothe Parcentee., then all the waxe in the coun- 
rrey beſides {oRanderh it with the outward cle- 
ments in the niatter of the Sacrament, The bread 
and wine are not changed in ſubſtance from be- 
ing the ſame with that which is ſerued at ordina- 
ry tables : but inreſpeR of the ſacred vic where- 
unto they are conſecrated,ſuch a change is made, 
that now they differ as much from common 
bread and wine, as heauen from earth. Neither 
are they tobe accounted barely fienificatiae, but 
truly ex/:ibitize alſo of thoſe heaucnly things 
whereto they haue relation : as being appointed 
by God to bee a meanes of conueying the ſame 
vnto vs,and putting vs in atuall poſicſon there. 
of. So that mrthevſe of this holy ordinance, as 
verily as a man with his bodily hand and mouth 
receiueth the earthly creatures ; ſo verily doth he 
with his ſpirituall hand and mouth ( if aoy fuch 
he haue) receive che body and blood of Chriſt. 
And this 1s that real and fubfantiall preſence, 
which wee affirmed to be in the inward part of 
this ſacred ation. For the better conceiuing of 
which myſtery;we areto inquire, firſt, what the 
thing is which we doe heere recciue, ſecondly, 
how and in what manner we are made partakers 
of it. Touching rhe firſt,tke truth which muſt be 
beld,is this : that we doe not here recciue onely 
the 


the benefits that flow from Chriſt butthe 
body andblendef Obif, that, Chriſt h 
For as none can be made partaker of 
CE Cn wine to his bodily ſu- 
ſtenance, vnlefle he firſt doe receiue the ſubſtance 
of thoſe creatures : ſo neither can any participate 
inthe benefies arifing from Chriſt ro his ſpiricu- 
all reliefe, except he firſt have communion with 
Chriſt himſelfe.

of Thyatira : and yet for all this he addeth, Not- 
withſlanding, Ihane a few things againſt thee , be- 
cauſe thou ſuffereſt that woman 1ezabel which calleth 
her ſelfe a Propheteſſe, to reach and to ſeduce my ſex- 
nants to commit fornication, and 1s eate things ſacrt- 
ficed amis Idols. 

In the ſecond of Zdges God telleth the children 
of Iſrael, what miſchicfe ſhould come vmo them 
by tolerating the Canaanitiſh Idolaters in their 
Land.

Which + 
words containe in them the intimation of a dou.

and all occaſions whereby a man might be temp.

that followeth vpon the toleration of Idolaters, 

is: that they ſhould be im their ſides, that is, (as in 

another place it is more fully expretied ) they Numb. z3. 55, 

ſhould be prickes in their eyes , and thornes in their 

ſides,and ſbould vexe them in the Land wherein they 

dwelled. Now in both theſe reſpeRs it iscerraine, 

that the toleration of the Idolaters wth whom 

we haue todoe, is farre more perillous than of 

any other. In regard of the ſpirituall danger, 

wherewith ſimple ſoules are more like to bee in- 

ſnared : becauſe this kinde of Idolatry is not 

brought in with an open ſhew of impiecty , (as 

thar of the Pagans) but is « myſtery of iniquity, a 

wickedneſſe coucred with the vaile of Piery; and 

the harlot, which maketh the inhabitants of the 

carth drunke with the wine” of this fornication, 

is both gilded her ſclfe, and preſenteth alſo her 

abominarions vnto her followers in 4 eapef gold. Reuel 17.249 

If we looke to outward perill, we are like to find 

theſe men,not thornes in our fides to vexe vs, but 

daggers in our hearts to deſtroy vs. Not thatT _ 

take all of them to be of this furious diſpof
